LIBRARIAN’S REPORT — 1983 


Another year is history for better or worse and I find that on January Ist, 
1983, I have started my tenth year as Librarian in the Monroe Public Library. 
It has been an interesting, rewarding and busy nine years. I am grateful to the 
Trustees for allowing me to fulfill a lifelong ambition to be a Librarian. I was 
a Trustee who was catapulted into the breech on the death of our previous 
Librarian, a lady I admired very much, Evelyn Peters. At the time our youngest 
daughter was a high school student and with two other children married and 
on their own I was facing the empty nest syndrome. I never had time to be 
bothered about that as the Library has become a consuming interest. There was 
much to learn and it was learn as you work. It was not just checking in and 
out books and putting them in their correct places on the shelf. It has been 
buying books, preparing books for circulation, filing cards so you can see what 
we have and I can find out what we need. It is being responsive to the reading 
habits of my patrons. My likes and interests are not necessarily the same as 
yours so I must watch, listen and be alert to everyone’s preferences. My selec- 
tions are based on knowing you all and it is a source of great satisfaction to 
me when appreciation for our book selection is expressed. I was grateful for 
the funding by you and the Trustees so I could attend Public Library Tech- 
niques courses at the University of New Hampshire in July for five summers. 
There were eight courses, two offered each summer and some years I took both 
and two years I took only one so I graduated July 17, 1980. It was a great time 
in my life and I made many lasting friendships. Much was learned from other 
Librarians from all over New England as well as in the classroom. 

In the public library statistics for 1980, the latest compiled, at this writing 
we show that our library had the highest per capita circulation in the state for 
libraries in towns under 2,000 population. We had been second or third for 
the last few years. This year our figures show an increase in circulation of 1500 
over the previous year (1981). We have started off 1983 with an increase in 
January of 122 over January, 1982. It would be nice if this held up. 

I’m sure the economics of the times are leading people to our libraries. They 
have found the cost of reading materials; magazines, paperbacks, hard-cover 
books, becoming prohibitive and have found these in the libraries where the ~ 
price is right. As we are funded solely by tax dollars, we appreciate the support 
of you all so we can provide such a necessary service to us all.

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Report of the Monroe Clinic Committee 

The Monroe Clinic Committee is pleased to report that the Monroe Clinic 
under the direction of Dr. Kollisch and Dr. Glowa has enjoyed a most successful 
year, also that all appears to be in place for the continuation of the program 
in 1983. 

During the past year there were 4600 office calls and the doctors made 800 
hospital and home visitations. 

Both Dr. Glowa and Dr. Kollisch are on the faculty of Community-Family 
Medicine at Dartmouth Medical School. They also are members of the Primary 
Care Co-op Project of Dartmouth which has an affiliate network of forty-plus 
practices in New Hampshire, Vermont and Maine. This promotes primary care 
research and cooperative effort to improve office management and record keep- 
ing. In addition, the doctors are active in area school health programs and in 
the Ammonoosuc Family Planning Program. During the fall a Senior Medical 
Student was full-time observer at the Clinic. Currently two medical students 
and three Oxbow H.S. enrollees in the Vocational Training Program in the 
Health Field are part-time observers. Nurses Gail Wormer R.N., Carol Bun- 
nell, LPN, and Lyn Bandy do yeoman service in assisting the doctors and in 
running the office. Kristi Blessing aided in the office during the summer months. 

Dr. Richard Sanders offers psychological counseling at his office in the clinic 
building. 

The attractive sign outside the clinic building is an attractive reminder of the 
service and personnel available to the area. The well-worn carpeting on the first 
floor was replaced and the new floor covering is a noticeable improvement. The 
major piece of new equipment is a computer for research. This was purchased 
by the doctors and made available to the Clinic at no expense to the community. 

Once more the Clinic Committee wishes to thank the Town of Barnet for 
its donation of one thousand dollars to the Town of Monroe to aid in the opera- 
tion of the Clinic.

1982 FIRE CHIEF’S REPORT 


The year 1982 was a good year for fires reported with only 4 responses made 
on Town Fires and 9 on Mutual Aid. We have gone to a daytime automatic 
on all calls with Barnet, as we both have a manpower shortage between the 
hours of 7:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. 

After a minor problem with the pump, we took delivery of our new truck 
in May. Other than practice and using it as a tank truck in Barnet, we have 
not had to use it at a major fire in Monroe and we hope that we will not have 
to in the near future. 

At last year’s Town Meeting, $5,000.00 was raised to correct the water prob- 
lem in North Monroe. We now have two fire ponds (one at Phillip Wards and 
the other on Barbara Wards on the Coppermine Road) which will be greatly 
appreciated if ever needed. 

This year we have included a warrant article to purchase some much needed 
new equipment and would appreciate support in passing this article.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDENS 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Forest fire prevention, our business, your business, good business! This slogan 
has been the motto of the N.H. Division of Forests and Lands, Forest Fire Ser- 
vice since 1909 when the first forest fire laws were passed by the Legislature. 

These laws set in place a cooperative forest fire protection program of State 
and local forest fire personnel that has, in the past 75 years, established New 
Hampshire as a leader in forest fire prevention and control. Our annual acreage 
loss to forest fires of one-half acre per fire is the best in the nation. This fire 
record has come about through the cooperative efforts of our state/town forest 
fire protection program. The state provides detection of fires, training for local 
forest fire wardens, low cost forest fire suppression equipment to local fire 
departments, and technical advice at the fire ground. Local governments pro- 
vide the volunteer fire fighters who are appointed as wardens and deputy wardens 
and who respond quickly to suppress reported forest fires. 

This program has resulted in a steady decline in annual acres lost to forest 
fires since 1910 when the average fire burned 33 acres compared to the modern 
day loss of one-half acre per fire. 

Only by the continued cooperation of the State/towns and our entire citizenry 
can this record be maintained.

MR. WARREN E. NYE 
Principal, Monroe Consolidated School 1950-1966 


On November 25, 1982 the Town of Monroe was saddened by the death of 
Mr. Warren E. Nye. He was principal of the Monroe Consolidated School from 
1950 to 1966. Mr. Nye combined all that was good in old fashioned discipline 
with a genuine interest in the educational, physical and moral welfare of his 
students. 

He was one of the prime organizers of what is now the Connecticut Valley 
Basketball League, a vital part of the sports program of area schools. Far from 
being one sided in his approach to education, Mr. Nye created cultural oppor- 
tunities for the children of Monroe by translating his love for art and music 
into the school curriculum. Dramatic and musical presentations at the Monroe 
Consolidated School during his era, served as a model for all. During his tenure 
he had the foresight to initiate a remedial reading program which formed the 
foundation for the special education programs that we see in place today. 

Perhaps his greatest attribute as an educator was his sensitivity to the non- 
academic problems of children. His efforts in guidance and counseling left a 
permanent mark on the hearts and minds of the children with whom he worked: 
Many of these even sought his help and guidance beyond their school years. 

His passing is marked by extreme sadness on the part of the students who 
benefitted from his efforts and by those who were privileged to work with him.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my eighteenth annual report to the voters of the Monroe 
School District: 

In the last twenty years high technology has created seventy-five percent of 
the net employment growth in American manufacturing industry. In the next 
twenty years, high technology is expected to become only to energy in its size 
and impact on our economy. 

But the realization of this potential and our ability to compete against other 
nations is threatened by a lack of people with the right education and training. 

The knowledge intensity of high technology is unprecedented. One-third of 
our workforce needs college degrees, more than half in science and technology. 
Another third needs associate degrees in electronics, computer programming, 
and the biological sciences. 

The simple fact is that our educational system today does not have the capacity 
to educate and train enough people with the right qualifications to sustain our 
industry’s growth —not only in our universities but also in our high schools and 
elementary schools where math and science and computer literacy are only begin- 
ning to have an impact on future technology. 

Hopefully, we need to recognize the problem and discuss all the alternatives 
for a solution. What we don’t need is another tops-down federal give-away pro- 
gram geared around bureaucratic judgment as to where investments should be 
made. Instead we need a bottoms-up, grass roots, regionally-oriented program 
to focus on regional opportunities and problems as identified to those people 
closest to the issues. 

We have faced several other crisis situations in the past several years whereby 
people were complaining about too many frills in education, our students were 
not reading as well as their parents and, in a general sense, schools were not 
really doing as well as they should to solve all of society’s ills. Public education 
has survived all of these crises and a number of new innovative educational 
ideas over the years, if you have not had the opportunity — wait a while, your 
turn will come. 

May I take this opportunity to thank the Monroe residents, school board and 
faculty for their generous support during the past year.

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REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my thirteenth annual report to the voters of the Monroe 
School District. 

Computers were the topic at our S.A.U. #23 workshop, held at Lin- Wood 
High on August 25th. The first session was presented by Ms. Kathy Kelsey from 
Plymouth State College, who demonstrated the Logo Program on the Apple 
II Microcomputer. Logo is a rudimentary and highly graphic computer language. 
By means of series of basic commands through the computer’s keyboard, the 
child can construct various geometric shapes on the monitor screen. In this way 
children in the elementary grades can begin to understand how a computer is 
programmed. Ms. Kelsey displayed some very impressive Logo programs that 
had been developed by grade school children at a recent session held at Plymouth 
State College. 

The second session was conducted by Ms. Carol Frost of North Country Data 
Systems. Her presentation concentrated on how the Apple II could be used at 
the Junior High and High School levels. She demonstrated programs which could 
be used by students to reinforce skills in Reading, Spelling, Punctuation, Gram- 
mar and a number of other language related areas. Bookkeeping, Accounting 
and other business education areas were highlighted as well. Ms. Frost also 
demonstrated how the Apple IJ computer can function in attendance, grade 
reporting and scheduling. 

In the afternoon, Mr. Terry Kennedy from Kennedy Systems, Inc. gave an 
excellent presentation of the many prepared programs available for use with 
the microcomputer. These covered the entire curriculum from Elementary 
through High School in nearly every subject area. Mr. Kennedy stressed what 
to look for and what to avoid in the selection of computer software. 

The final session of the workshop was presented by Mr. Pierce Barker of 
North Country Data Systems and gave each participant an opportunity to 
become familiar with the basic operation of the Apple II microcomputer. 
Everyone had an opportunity to turn the machine on and run a prepared pro- 
gram in one of the subject areas. Mr. Barker was ably assisted by a number 
of grade school students who had attended the Plymouth State summer program. 

I wish to emphasize that our workshop merely provided a familiarization for 
our teachers. We have a long way to go, but we have made a beginning. 

Presently at the Monroe Consolidated School we have one Apple II microcom- 
puter in operation and a second budgeted for next year. The Logo program 
is in use as well as a variety of programs in the subject areas. Included among 
the latter is a very ingenious program developed by Mrs. Mary Kline our math 
teacher. I feel that our computer has been put to very good use by our teachers 
and students. 
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Our S.A.U. #23 Career Ed. Project was completed last year and is now part 
of the curriculum in all our schools. All Consolidated Schools now have access 
to a variety of career oriented materials available through our Career Educa- 
tion Materials Center located in the Lin-Wood School District. Each school 
has a set of career education curriculum guides which allows teachers to teach 
career ed., not as a separate subject but as part of the basic subject areas of 
Math, Science and Language. Many thanks to the staff of the Monroe Con- 
solidated School for their cooperation in this project. 

Last spring the Division of Child Feeding Services set up television cameras 
and taped our school lunch program in action. The purpose of the tape, of 
course, was to offer the best example possible to other programs in the state. 
Many thanks to Mrs. Parker and her assistant Mrs. Besaw for the fine job that 
they are doing. 

My thanks as always to the School Board, the Staff and the voters of the 
Monroe School District for their excellent support and cooperation.

Section 5, Chapter 243, Laws of 1953 of the State of New Hampshire requires 
that school district annual reports show the total amount paid to the superinten- 
dent and assistant superintendent.

The Superintendent of S.A.U. #23 dur- 
ing the 1982-1983 school year, will receive a salary of $35,000 prorated among 
the several school districts. The Assistant Superintendent will receive a salary 
of $29,328.00 prorated among the several school districts. Allowance for travel 
within the Unit for the Superintendent is $3,000.00 and for the Assistant 
Superintendent, $2,000.00 also prorated as stated above.
